The Rev. C. L. W-Reese moved that the Committee on 
Unfinished Business be appointed by the Chair to consist of 
two clergymen and one layman, which motion was duly sec- 
onded by the Rev. John G. Robinson.

Convocation adjourned after prayers by the Rev. Floyd J. 
Mynard for Missions to reassemble at 2 p. m. 


2:00 P. M.—The Bishop called the Convocation to order. 


_ The Bishop and the Committee on Legislation called atten- 
tion to certain discrepancies in the Constitutions and Canons. 


The Bishop ruled that in accordance with the General 
Canons of the Church requiring that the Constitution and 
Canons must be applicable to conditions, that the necessary 
changes could be ratified by a two-thirds vote. 


Consent was duly given the Bishop, and the necessary two- 
thirds vote of Convocation to the following changes: 


(a) Making mandatory, form of credential blanks applicable to 
Missions. 

(b) Making opening of business meeting of Convocation conform 
to conditions of beginning on Sunday. 

(c) Changing Article of Constitution on Delegates to Meeting of 
Departments conform to conditions of the new system of 
Provinces. 

(d) Making Canon on Annual Elections conform to needs of 
Missions. 

(e) Dropping mandatory clauses in Canon in regard to elections and 
reports of Trustees of the District. 


Reports were then heard from Archdeacon Purdue, General 
Missionary A. Lockwood, Brunot Hall, Houston School, St. 
Paul’s Walla Walla, Church Home for Children, Trustees of 
the District, and from Parishes and Missions. 


The Bishop announced announced the following appoint- 
ments:

George S. Brooke moved, and John H. Pelletier seconded, 
that the amendments to the Constitution last year regarding 
representation be adopted, to which Convocation agreed.

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Missions, the Board of Equalization, Delegates to the Provincial 
Synod, Rev. Messrs. Robertson and Reese, and for the Social 
Service Commission and the Board of Education, Rev. G. H.

The Delegates to the Provincial Synod were unanimously 
elected by the Convocation, the Secretary being instructed to 
east the ballot in favor of the first seven names. 

The Rev. A. Lockwood moved, and J. H. Pelletier seconded, 
that the Rev. Messrs. Randall and Shipway should be elected 
on the Board of Equalization, to which the Convocation agreed. 


The Rev. Alfred Lockwood nominated W. S. Gilbert as a 
member of the Board of Religious Education. 


_ The Rev. F. J. Mynard withdrew his name from the Com- 
mittee on Legislation, and the Rev. J. G. Robinson was appointed 
in his place. 


_ The Rey. Alfred Lockwood presented a resolution concern- 
ing Bishop L. H. Wells, and also a resolution of cordial welcome 
to the new Bishop, both of which were seconded by the Very 
Rev. W. C. Hicks. Carried. 


On January 28th of this present year the Rt. Rev. Lemuel Henry 
Wells, D.D., D.C.L., ceased to be Bishop of Spokane, his resignation be- 
coming effective by the consecration of his successor. This Convocation, 
the first since his retirement, spreads upon its records this slight expres- 
sion of its deep appreciation of his wise and constructive leadership. 
The 22 years of his Episcopate have been marked by the building of 
many new Churches, and the founding of splendid educational Institu- 
tions and the beneficient ministry of a hospital. The blessed and gentle 
care of the Orphan has been undertaken and the influence of the Church 
in Eastern Washington has been greatly widened and deepened. For 
these great and far-reaching enterprises friends in the Hast have sent 
him sums aggregating, for his Episcopate, nearly a quarter of a million 
of dollars and this great fund has been so widely administered, so judi- 
ciously expended, that foundations have been laid on which we, our 
children, and our children’s children can build the superstructure of a 
civilization increasingly Christian and constantly approximating the Holy 
City, the New Jerusalem come down from Heaven to be the dwelling 
place of men. Furthermore, his has always been the spirit and temper 
of the Missionary. He has gone up and down this great District with 
the single purpose of obeying the command of his Master to go preach, 
teach, evangelize. Many of our Church buildings are monuments to his 
consecration and fidelity, much of the Church’s influence to his self- 
denying and self-sacrificing ministry. But above all he has stood before 
his people as a real Father in God, one whose sympathy was unbounded, 
whose love was unstinted, whose spiritual ideas and ideals always trans- 
formed and transfigured. Ever has he been charmed by the Master’s 
beautiful parable of the Good Shepherd and no one ever tried harder to 
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translate this conception of the true minister into the actual and realized 
than did Bishop Wells. How well he succeeded many scattered over 
the width and breadth of this great Missionary District can abundantly 
testify. 


For his leadership of Christ’s soldiers and servants we are grateful. 
For his wise administration of the District’s temporal affairs, we are 
appreciative. For his Christian example and spiritual influence we are 
quickened and inspired. For the seal and superscription of Christ, 
stamped so indelibly upon this great Commonwealth of Washington, we 
are thankful. Therefore, be it 


Resolved, That, in the name of this whole District, the thanks of 
this Convocation be extended Bishop Wells for the rich heritage of ser- 
vice and sacrifice, of faith and fidelity of consecration and character, 
which he has bequeathed to this the fleld of his Episcopate; and be 
it further 


Resolved, That the hope and prayers of this District may be offered 
and expressed that he may be spared to the Church for many more 
years, so that the rich fruits of his ripened character may continue their 
influence in answering Christ’s prayer that God’s Kingdom may fully 
come and His will be perfectly done in this great Northwest. 


As Bishop Page has so recently entered upon his Episcopate the 
Church in this Missionary District, in Convocation assembled, extends 
him a sincere and hearty welcome, and assures him its fullest confidence 
in his leadership of its affairs, both temporal and spiritual and pledges 
him its faithful support and loyal co-operation in the great task of build- 
ing God’s Kingdom in Hastern Washington. 


A resolution concerning the Clergy Pension Fund was pre- 
sented by the Rev. A. Lockwood, and seconded by the Rev. 
Charles E, Tuke. Convocation decided that the Bishop appoint 
a committee of five. 


/ Resolved, That a committee of five members be appointed, to be en- 
titled “The Committee on the Church Pension Fund,’ to take into con- 
sideration the relation that the District of Spokane should bear to the 
Church Pension Fund, and to report to the next meeting of Convocation. 


The Very Rev. W. C. Hicks made a motion that the Bishop 
be repaid the sum of $40 which he had paid out as the assess- 
ment to the Highth Department, and that the same be taken 


from the funds of the Jurisdiction. It was duly seconded and 
carried. 


The Very Rev. W. C. Hicks moved that the Can

Amendment to Article 5, Section 2 of the Constitution lim-

The Very Rev. W. C. Hicks made a motion, seconded by 
the Rev. J. C. Black, that the sum of $50 be paid the Secretary 
for his services to the Convocation and for getting out the 
Journal. Carried. 


The Ven. H. J. Purdue moved, and G. B. Dresher seconded, 
a hearty a vote of thanks for the hospitality provided for the 
clergy and delegates, and also to the Ladies of All Saints’ and 
the city Churches for the lunches given. Unanimously carried. 


Prof. F. A. Thomson moved that the Bishop’s address be 
printed in pamphlet form, and the Rev. Alfred Lockwood see- 
onded that motion, which was duly carried. 


The Rev. M. J. Stevens moved, and Archdeacon Purdue sec- 
onded, that the same number of Journals be issued as last 
year. 


The Rev. J. G. Robinson suggested that the number of the 
Bishop’s address pamphlets be left to the Secretary’s discretion. 


The reports of the Elections by Ballots was then presented. 

The Rev. Charles E. Tuke moved that the Secretary cast a 
ballot for the Rey. A. F. Randall for the Social Service Com- 
mission. Carried. 

The Rev. M. J. Stevens moved, and the Rev. Alfred Lock- 
wood seconded that the assessment to the Sunday School Com- 


mission ($42.00) be paid. It was decided that the matter be 
referred to the Board of Religious Education. 


The Rev. J. G. Robinson offered as a substitute that the Com- 
mittee on Religious Education be requested to raise and send 
the assessment to the General Board of Religious Education. 


The Rev. Alfred Lockwood moved a Committee of Legisla- 
tion amendment, which was seconded by the Very Rev. W. C.

Amendments to Canons—Annual Convocation 


Canon 3, Section 1. Insert after the words Holy Communion, “or on 
the second day whenever the Convocation meets on Sunday. Adopted. 


Canon 9, Section 1—Annual Meetings. Insert after “two Sundays 
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preceding” the words, “In the case of Missions such notice shall be given 
as may be directed by the Bishop.” Adopted. 


Canon 21, Section 2, and the new section (1914) “Of Vested Prop- 
erty.” Eliminate these sections because superfluous. All covered in 
Articles of Incorporation of Trustees and these articles take precedence 
over the Canons. Adopted. 


Amendment to Article 5, Section 6 of the Constitution 
To the Convocation of the District of Spokane:

This certificate, if for a Parish, to be signed by the Rector, or in 
case of vacancy by one of the Wardens; if for a Mission, by the Vicar, 
by the Missionary in charge, or by the Bishop. Adopted. 


The Rev. C. L. W-Reese then read the following, which 
was duly seconded and carried: 


It is my understanding that the District of Spokane has never had 
a Seal or Coat of Arms. This is something possessed by all nations, 
states, cities, lodges, and other organizations; as well as by all Dioceses 
and most of the Missionary Districts of the Church, and is used in attest- 
ing all documents issued by authority. On the occasion of his ordination 
and consecration to the Episcopate, Bishop Page was presented with a 
Bishop’s Ring, designed by Dr. Ralph Adams Crane, one of the most 
noted experts in heraldom in the United States. The seal of this ring 
consists of two sections, the first being engraved with the Bishop’s per- 
sonal arms; the second with certain salient points as they are called in 
heraldry, epitomizing particular features—topographical, historical, indus- 
trial, and combining Church and State, very happily it seems to me, in 
‘one harmonious heraldic whole. It is my opinion that the District of 
Spokane can afford the dignity of a Seal, thus placing itself in har- 
mony in this particular with the other Dioceses and Missionary Districts, 
and I therefore move that this Convocation adopt that part of the seal 
of the Bishop’s Ring which I described, and which is accurately depicted 
by this drawing, combined with the mitre, crozier and key, insignia of 
the Bishop’s office, the same to be enclosed with the words, “Seal of 
the District of Spokane—18$2—,” in either Latin or English, as the Offi- 
cial Seal of the District of Spokane. I further move that the Bishop 
be authorized to have the Seal described—engraved—the expense of this 
work to be borne by Convocation: Three stars stand for State of Wash- 
ington, the indentation for Cascades, the crosslike figures represent the 
fur industry (Hudson Bay Co.), the cross of St. George symbolizes our 
civilization and English Branch of the Church. 


The Rev. Alfred Lockwood moved, and John H. Pelletier 
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seconded, that the Bishop and the Secretary certify the minutes. 
Carried. 


The Rev. C. L. W-Reese extended an invitation to the Con- 
vocation to meet in Ellensburg in 1916. The Rev. A. Lockwood 
moved, and J. H. Pelletier seconded, that the invitation be ac- 
cepted, subject to the Bishop’s approval. Carried. 


A motion to adjourn was made by John H. Pelletier. It 
was duly seconded and carried.

BISHOP’S ADDRESS 


Dear Brethren of the Clergy and Laity: 


We are here in Convocation to conduct the work of the Church of 
Jesus Christ. The primary object of the Church is to spread Christ’s 
Kingdom in the hearts of men; to increase within the soul of each Chris- 
tian man and woman the spirit of righteousness and love. Of this main 
fact we must never lose sight. On the other hand, the central Christian 
truth which the Incarnation magnifies is the palpable truth that the 
spirit must take on an outerform. The spiritual work of the Church must 
be related to the world. Therefore, our work has its practical business 
side; and let us never minimize the spiritual importance of the business 
side of religion. It is Christ’s business, and if it is not properly con- 
ducted, the Kingdom of Heaven suffers. Nothing can he more foolish or 
irreligious than the attitude of many Christian men and women who are 
always depreciating the financial and business side of the Church’s work. 
Theirs is often the spiritual attitude of the shirker who uses all the 
high-sounding phrases of the Kingdom of Heaven, expecting someone else 
to attend to the drudgery of paying the bills. 


The business of this Convocation to which we are about to devote 
ourselves is the business of our Lord and Master. As such, it deserves 
all the carefulness, thoughtfulness and steady enthusiasm that we can 
give it. It is well to remind ourselves, however, of the fact that our 
business is the business of the Kingdom of Love and Peace, and that, 


if it fails in these particulars, it is a lamentable failure, no matter how 
efficient it may be on the technical side.

the Church and find that there have been mistakes and Pe oat but 
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power is not to be gained from this backward look. It comes through 
setting our faces toward the future, with a determination that we are 
going to raise the standard of our own lives, and that of this dear Church 
which is committed to our care, to the highest degree of efficiency. There 
is much that lies before us of which I would like to speak, but for which 
I have no time here; but looking toward the future, it seems to me 
that it is well in my first address to the Convocation to dwell upon cer- 
tain matters which confront us all in the work for Christ which is com- 
mitted to us in this District. 


First of all, we must ever remind ourselves that we are a Church; 
we are the conservators of the Church idea. By this, I mean that we 
stand for the idea of an institution which is not merely local or even 
national, but which reaches out across the world. We are not only mem- 
bers of a single Parish or Mission—that is to say, Congregationalists— 
or of a localized institution, like the District of Spokane. We are mem- 
bers of a large organization known in law as the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the United States of America, with missionaries in various 
parts of the world. This Church has its constitution and canons to 
which we must all give allegiance. It is the Church law by which we are 
governed. Following the example of the United States Government, 
our first Church Convention in 1789 drew up a body of written laws 
which have been amended from time to time. These are the general laws 
for the whole Church. Provision was also made for a large degree of 
self-government, which allows each Diocese and Missionary District to 
adopt laws of its own, provided they do not conflict with the general 
laws of the Church. These are known as Diocesan Canons. 


Since my arrival in Spokane, I have frequently heard doubts raised 
as to the Constitution and Canons under which the Church in this Dis- 
trict is governed. 


The Canons of the Missionary District of Spokane 


The Missionary District of Spokane was erected by the General 
Convention in the Fall of 1892. Bishop Wells was chosen as the first 
Bishop, assuming his duties early in 1893. The Canon governing a Mis- 
sionary Bishop at that time (Old Digest, Title 1, Canon 15, Section 5) 
was as follows: 

“He shall, for the due administration of his Jurisdiction, select the 
Constitution and Canons of one of the Dioceses of this Church, which 
shall remain in force, so far a8 applicable to the circumstances of such 
Missionary Jurisdiction, until it shall be erected into a Diocese, and shall 
have adopted its own Constitution and Canons.” 


Four points in this Canon deserve notice: 

(a) The Bishop made the choice of the Constitution and Canons. 

(b) They were in force only so far as applicable to the circumstances 
of the Missionary Jurisdiction. 

(ec) The Convocation had no voice whatever in the choice or amend- 
ment of Canons. 


(d) The judge of their applicability to circumstances, therefore, was 
solely the Bishop himself, who was accountable to the General Con- 


vention.

In the general Canons of the Church (Edition of 1913), we 
law has been somewhat changed. Canon 14, Section 4, Paragraph 1, 
reads as follows: 


“On the formation of a Missionary District, the Bishop consecrated 
thereof or assigned thereto, shall, for the administration of his Juris- 
diction, adopt the Canons approved by the House of Bishops, or he may 
select the Constitution and Canons of one of the Dioceses of this Church, 
which shall remain in force, so far as applicable to the circumstances 
of such Missionary District, except so far as altered by the Bishop and 
Convocation from time to time, with the approval of the House of 
Bishops.” 


Several points in this new Canon demand attention: 


(a) The Canons of a District may be altered. 
(b) The Convocation has a voice in their amendment. 


(c) The consent of the Bishop of the District is necessary for any 
alteration. 


(d) Again we find the phrase: “So far as applicable to the circum- 
stances of such Missionary Jurisdiction.” 


(e) All changes must be approved by the House of Bishops. 


In accordance with the earlier Canon, Bishop Wells announced to the 
first Convocation held in this District, which was in June, 1893, that he 
had selected the Canons of the Diocese of New Jersey. These Canons 
therefore remained as the law of the District until the fall of 1913, but 


only in so far as in the judgment of the Bishop they were applicable to 
the circumstances of this Jurisdiction. 


Acting under the authority of the new Canons of the General Church, 
however, the Bishop and the Convocation of Spokane in 1913 altered the 
old Constitution and Canons, namely, those of the Diocese of New Jer- 
sey, to the extent of presenting a new Constitution and Canons to the 
House of Bishops for their approval at the General Convention held in 
the Fall of 1913. The House of Bishops acted favorably, and it is obvious 
therefore that the Missionary District of Spokane is now governed by 
the Constitution and Canons published in the Journal of the Twenty- 
First Annual Convention of this District in 1913. The code of New 
Jersey has been entirely abrogated and superseded by Canons of our own. 


: A few words here may not be out of place in regard to the amend- 
ing of our present Canons, which contain obvious imperfections and con- 
tradictions. For instance, they make mandatory a form of credentials 
for all delegates to Convocation, whether chosen by Parishes or Mis- 
sions, which is adapted for Parishes alone, containing the words, “ves- 
trymen, wardens,” etc. (See Constitution, Article 5, Section 6.) 


An attempt is often made to supplement Canons 


; by resolutions of 
Convocation. It should be remembered, however, that such resolutions 
are not binding on anyone except the Convocation itself while it is in 
session. 


_All matters of importance therefore should be 
Canons, in order that they may have the force of law.

you as to the present law in regard to amend- 
re the approval of the House of Bishops. The 
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House of Bishops, however, has approved a section of our Canons (see 
Canon 23, section 2) which allows us to “adopt additional Canons which 
do not contradict the present Code and the Constitution and Canons of 
the General Convention.” Such changes, however, can be made only 
with the approval of the Bishop. I would suggest, then, that the Com- 
mittee on Canons present all proposed changes in the Canons to the 
Bishop before they are referred back to Convocation. In some cases, 
the time of the Convocation may thus be saved. 


The Trustees of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the Jurisdiction of 
Spokane 


I now wish to speak in regard to Canon 21 of our District Canons, 
entitled “Our vested property.” It deals largely with the corporation 
known in law as the Trustees of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the 
Jurisdiction of Spokane. There seems to be considerable confusion of 
thought in regard to these Trustees, their method of appointment, and 
their powers. On the 8th day of February, 1893, shortly after coming to 
Spokane, Bishop Wells associated with himself two other communicants 
of the Church, namely, William N. Lane and Jacob Hoover, and formed 
a corporation which was duly chartered under the laws of the State of 
Washington, with the following powers (Article 4 of the Articles of In- 
corporation) : 


“The object and purposes of the corporation shall be to acquire by 
gift, devise or purchase, real or personal property for the use of said 
Protestant Episcopal Church of the Jurisdiction of Spokane, and of the 
institutions which are now, or may hereafter be, connected therewith, 
and to hold, manage, lease, improve, sell and convey the same for the 
benefit of said Church.” 


You will note that the powers herein given by the State are prac- 
tically limited only to the judgment of the Trustees themselves. It is a 
fact also worth mentioning that this corporation was formed several 
months before the Convocation met, at which Bishop Wells gave notice 
that the Canons of New Jersey would be the Canons of this District. 
Nevertheless, we may be sure of the desire of the Bishop to act accord- 
ing to the Canons of his choice. It was a time when prompt action was 
necessary, and the Bishop was forced to ask himself whether the Canons 
of New Jersey were applicable to the circumstances. He did not act 
hastily in this matter, but consulted the greatest Canonists of the Church 
—the late Dr. William R. Huntington, to whose efforts our present revised 
Canons are largely due; Dr. Samuel Hart, for years Secretary to the 
House of Bishops; Dr. Fulton, one of the most famous Canonists of the 
day, and Dr. Langford, at that time the honored head of our Board of 
Missions. He also consulted the Committee on Canons of the General 
Convention itself. All assured him of his power to use his own dis- 
cretion as to how far the Canons of New Jersey were applicable to the 
circumstances of Spokane. So there can be no doubt that the Trustees 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church of the Jurisdiction of Spokane were 
incorporated in accordance with the Canons of the Church as well as 
according to the laws of the State of Washington. 


Now we come to the all-important fact. When this corporation was 
once chartered, it became a State institution, perforce governed by the 
articles of its charter. These articles no Convocation could alter. They 
could not be abrogated even by the General Convention itself. Because 
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of failure to recognize the legal rights of Church institutions incorpo- 
rated under the State laws, the Church and Churchmen have not infre- 
quently suffered disaster and humiliation. The articles of incorporation 
are few, simple and comprehensive. They specify the name of the cor- 
poration; they designate its location and chief place of business as Spo- 
kane; the Bishop of Spokane is ex-officio a member of the corporation; 
all other members must be communicants of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, and must be appointed by the Bishop. Its officers are: Presi- 
dent, who shall be the Bishop; a Secretary, and a Treasurer. These 
officers shall conduct the business of the corporation. They are ap- 
pointed by the Bishop. The Trustees shall be three in number, including 
the Bishop. They are to be appointed (please note this fact) on the 
first day of January for a term of two years and hold office until their 
successors are appointed. It is apparent that the Trustees are in no 
sense legally responsible to the Convocation of the District. No legisla- 
tion by any Convocation could affect or limit their powers as a corpora- 
tion, nor could it in any way take the place of their articles of incorpo- 
ration. Any change would have to be made either by changing the laws 
of the State or through application by the Trustees themselves to have 
their articles amended. Section 2 of our Canon 21, which directs that 
the Bishop shall appoint annually at Convocation not less than three 
nor more than seven male communicants of the Church to serve as 
Trustees of said corporation is purely superfluous and carries no more 
weight than if adopted in regard to the Spokane & Eastern Trust Com- 
pany. It should be stricken out. Some day the by-laws of the Trustees 
may be changed, and, if necessary, the Canons can be revised accordingly. 


The object in having the Board of Trustees is to secure such in- 
tegrity and carefulness in handling the property of the District as will 
commend itself to the confidence of all, especially those who would make 
gifts to the Church. I doubt whether there are any trust corporations 
in the country who have a more honorable record for handling funds 
than that of our Trustees of Spokane for the past twenty-two years. 
There has been considerable agitation in the past to have the Trustees 
elected by this Convocation. Of course this could not be done unless the 
articles of incorporation of the Trustees were changed by State au- 
thority. The main question, however, is whether such a change is to be 
desired. For Trustees, we peculiarly need men of good business judg- 
ment and high character. I fancy that most of us would rather bequeath 
money for our families to the care of a body of Trustees appointed for 
their special fitness rather than to a group chosen by popular vote. I 
recognize that a Convocation is made up of high-minded Christian men 
and women, but it is nevertheless true that Convocations are often led 
into taking action which is not thoughtful or well-advised. We are also 
forced to remember that Church vestries, which are always elected by 
popular vote, are often sadly remiss in their duties as Trustees. 


The Church Institutions Within the District 


This leads me to another important subject, nam 
Church Institutions in the District and aie relation ss Psi iy 
I have frequently heard questions asked like this: “Is Brunot Hall a 
Church School?” “Ig St. Luke’s Hospital a Church Hospital?” We are 
at once confronted with the larger question as to what makes an insti- 
tution a Chureh Institution. There are those who seem to take the 
ground that, if an institution belongs to the Church, it must be directly 


i 
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under the control of the General Convention or of Diocesan Conventions. 
In this District, it would mean that they would have to be under the 
control of the Convocation. Such an interpretation, so far as I know, 
would classify as outside of the Church the majority of the institutions 
of which we are most proud. Most of our leading theological seminaries, 
like Nashotah House, the Western Theological Seminary of Chicago and 
the Episcopal Theological School of Cambridge, are independent corpo- 
rations. The same thing is to be said of most of our leading Church 
Schools, like those of Groton and St. Mark’s in Massachusetts, and of 
our leading Church Hospitals. Property-holding corporations, like our 
Trustees, are often organized in the same way. To speak from personal 
knowledge, Church property in Massachusetts is largely held by a cor- 
poration known as Trustees of Donations, which is quite beyond the 
control of the Diocesan Convention and makes no general report to it, 
but to the State authorities. In Chicago, much of the Church property, 
that of all the Missions, is in the hands of the Bishop as a Corporation 
Sole. I would not imply that we have no Church Institutions controlled 
by our Conventions. There are many of them, namely, the General 
Theological Seminary, and numerous Diocesan corporations. I simply 
wish to emphasize the fact that the plan of having various institutions 
under the control of their own independent corporations is the usual 
method of management. In adopting it, the Ecclesiastical Authority in 
Spokane undoubtedly followed a precedent which has commended itself to 
most of the best minds in the Church. Brunot Hall, St. Paul’s School and 
Houston School are just as truly Church Institutions as are Nashotah, 
St. Paul’s School, Concord, New Hampshire, or the well-known schools 
for girls conducted by the Sisters of St. Mary. Were we to deny that 
St. Luke’s Hospital is a Church Institution, we should be forced to admit 
that St. Luke’s Hospital, New York, or St. Luke’s, Chicago, as well as 
most of the other famous. Church Institutions for the care of the sick 
and poor are not to be classed among the chief glories of the Episcopal 
Church. The relation of such institutions to the Church does not inhere 
in their control by Convocation or Convention, but in the by-laws of the 
corporations themselves, which in other ways bring them under the 
control of the Church. 

For instance, in the case of our own St. Luke’s Hospital, the Bishop 
of Spokane is ex-officio a member of the Board of Trustees. He has the 
right to appoint the chaplain and exercise full control of the religious 
life of the hospital and the training school for nurses. The by-laws of 
the schools also give the Bishop a similar power, and their Trustees 
to a controlling extent are communicants of the Church. Their religious 
teaching is that of the Church, as is well-evidenced by the fact that so 
large a percentage of their graduates present themselves for Confirma- 
tion. It may clarify the situation to describe our institutions not as 
Church Institutions of the District, but as Church Institutions within the 
District. However, I would not press this definition too far, because 
they are all religiously under the control of the Bishop of Spokane, who 
constitutes an important part of the District itself, and is also its 
representative. These institutions report to the Convocation, not be- 
cause they are accountable to the Convocation, but because they are 
such important factors in the church work of the District that it would 
be unfortunate for the Convocation to lose the inspiration which comes 
from a recognition of the splendid work for Christ which they are doing 
under the control of the Episcopal Church. They also make a report in 
accordance with the General Canons. Canon 13, Section 4, requires the 
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Bishop to report to the Convocation all matters tending to throw light 
on the affairs of the District, and Canon 49, Section 2, indicates that his 
report “shall give the statistics of all institutions of education or charity 
in any way connected with the Church within a Diocese or Missionary 
District.” 


In this connection, I feel that I should say a few words in regard 
to the property in the heart of Spokane on which All Saints’ Cathedral 
now stands. This block was purchased from the Northern Pacific Rail- 
road in the early days for $240.00, and title taken by the Trustees of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in Washington Territory. It was bought 
primarily for the use of the Rodney Morris School, a parochial school of 
All Saints’ Mission for boys and girls, established by Dr. Nevius, then 
in charge of All Saints. In the contract to buy, Bishop Wells, then rep- 
resenting Bishop Paddock, inserted a clause that the property should be 
available for religious as well as for educational and charitable purposes. 
The Northern Pacific also stipulated that a building for school purposes 
should be placed on the land within a specified time. Only on the last day 
before this time limit expired, All Saints’ Chapel, which was also used for 
the school, was moved to this site, and thus the splendid property was 
saved for the Church. All credit to All Saints’ for this service! After 
the Missionary District of Spokane had been consecrated, All Saints’ 
seems not to have been unappreciative of the good work it had rendered 
the Church in Spokane, and with a considerable reason, laid claim to 
the whole block. <A settlement was soon reached, however, and the 
Jurisdiction, or, to speak more accurately, the newly incorporated Trus- 
tees of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the Jurisdiction of Spokane, 
came into possession of one-half of the aforesaid block and also of St. 
Mary’s School, in Cook’s Addition, and All Saints’ Church acauired title 
to the other half of the block. 


I have already pointed out the practically unlimited powers given by 
the State to the Trustees of the District to dispose of property according 
to their own judgment as to the best interests of the Church. Their legal 
and canonical right is perfectly clear. On the other hand, it is surely 
obvious that they were acting in a most ethical way when they later 
deeded half their part of the block to Brunot Hall—our Diocesan School 
for girls in Spokane—and the other half to Houston School—our Diocesan 
School for boys—because the land was originally acquired for a school 
that was established to educate both boys and girls. 

Finances of the District 


; I now wish to say a few things about the finances of the District. 
This is a practically boundless subject, and surely will require much at- 
tention from us all so long as we work together here. The financial 
situation is never satisfactory and there is always abundant room for 
improvement. I am sure we will all agree that, in many respects, our 
methods of handling money and property in the District and in the 
Parishes and Missions can be greatly improved. I wish to assure you of 
my hearty desire to do everything in my power to better these methods. 
I am confident that, with your cordial co-operation, we can accomplish 
much. It is my ambition, as the head of this District, to be identified 
with such financial methods as shall commend themselves to all thought- 
ful men and women. We live in an age which has seen many changes 
and Improvements. We fully realize that a method is not necessarily 
good because it is new. As a matter of fact, our real problem is not one 
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of methods, but of men. A poor method in the hands of a good man 
will accomplish wonders. The best of machinery in the world without 
the right person to operate it is absolutely useless. Small, self-governing 
corporations are in danger of dry rot; but history shows us there has 
been no more grotesque incompetence than that often found in officials 
under direct popular control. Resolutions on financial methods by Con- 
vocation have an educational value, but it requires something more than 
such resolutions to secure an efficient administration in some Mission 
in which it is difficult to get anyone to act as treasurer. The real prob- 
lem is one of slow but steady education. For myself, and I feel sure 
that I speak for the Trustees, I should like to see the articles of this 
corporation modified so that they would have to report to some com- 
petent body. Frankly, at this time I believe I should prefer an examina- 
tion by state authority or by some small group of Churchmen who could 
take the time to make an examination that would be really worth while, 
such as never could be given by Convocation. A proper report ought 
to be made by the Trustees at each Convocation; also there should be 
a careful examination by some recognized accountant of funds and se- 
curities which the Trustees hold. We live in a day when all thoughtful 
men have come to recognize the value of publicity. Men who are trus- 
tees in these days do not wish to assume great responsibilities without 
having such examination of their transactions as will enable them to 
give an account to the proper persons for all that they do. 


In closing, I wish to speak about the various funds which have here- 
tofore been included in the report of the Treasurer of the District. The 
form of the report during the past few years has been confusing. We 
have a Treasurer who is elected by Convocation, and he is responsible 
to the Convocation for such moneys as are raised under the authority 
of the Convocation itself, or for any funds which may be given to him 
as Treasurer of the District. For these funds he is accountable to the 
Convocation; and the funds raised by assessment are to be spent under 
the direction of the Convocation. So far as I am able to gather from 
the Canons, the authority of the Convocation is limited to the aforesaid 
funds. I have therefore asked the Treasurer to make his report in ac- 
count with the Convocation. It is naturally within the province of the 
Convocation to deal with this report as it sees fit. 


Another fund is that given by our Parishes and Missions for Mis- 
sionary work within the District. This is in no sense an assessment. It 
is an apportionment, and is a voluntary offering. Canon 21, as amended 
at the last Convocation, gives each Board the care of funds under its 
control. Accordingly, our District Board of Missions elected as treas- 
urer of this fund Mr. Lindsay, who is also Treasurer of the District. 
He will, however, make a separate report of these funds, not as Treas- 
urer of the District, but as Treasurer of the Board of Missions. 


This brings me to what is perhaps the most important fund of all, 
namely, that handled by the Bishop himself. According to the Canon, 
the Bishop is obliged to make a report of such matters as he shall deem 
for the good of the Church at each meeting of Convocation. The Canons 
elsewhere indicate that he shall report all contributions received by him 
for Church purposes. This report calls for no action by Convocation, 
but in accordance with the Canon of the General Church, must be printed 
in the Journal of Convocation. I want to make it clear that, in the 
making of his report, the Bishop is not accountable to the Convocation 
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itself, and that he, and not the Convocation, is the judge as to the proper 
details of his report, subject only to the General Convention. a. stress 
this point because it is highly important. The Bishop in a Missionary 
District like this bears heavy responsibilities, and it is axiomatic that 
with responsibility should go authority. As the Bishop is called upon 
to bear a large part of the financial burden of the District, he is en- 
titled to a corresponding degree of freedom in his acts. This is in ac- 
cordance with the Canons. When the day comes that the District is 
able to pay its own expenses, the authority of the Convocation will ac- 
cordingly increase, and you may be sure that the Bishop will be glad 
to be relieved to that degree of the responsibility upon his shoulders. 


For money that is placed in his hands, the Bishop is technically 
accountable to the General Convention and morally accountable to the 
Church as well, but perhaps especially accountable to those who give 
him the money. As I have already indicated, I believe in publicity. I 
should be unwilling to handle funds of any sort for which I could not 
readily account to those who have the right to know. I should not wish 
for any report of my funds which did not make clear to all who had con- 
tributed to them the exact disposition of what they had given. On the 
other hand, I shall have a large amount of money given to me to use 
at my discretion, and I want to make it perfectly clear to this Con- 
vocation that I reserve the right to use and account for this money in 
such a way as to me seems best. Only in this way can I fulfill the trust 
imposed upon me when money is given me to use at my discretion. For 
instance, there will be times when I shall be called upon as the Father 
in God of my clergy to give them financial help. I should no more think 
of specifying their names or the purposes for which the money was 
given to be read to Convocation than I would of asking the Rectors of 
Parishes to read a detailed account of their disbursements of Com- 
munion alms to the poor. I surely have the right to designate the 
treasurer of my own funds, and I shall ask that treasurer to report his 
account with me to the Convocation year by year. This year I am asking 
the same man who is Treasurer of the District to act as my treasurer. 
However, it is quite within my province, if I see fit, to choose someone 
else, and the report which he may make of my funds he will make, not 
as Treasurer of the District, but as the Treasurer of the Bishop himself. 
I think that this separation of accounts is highly important. It will pre- 
vent the mixing up of the different funds. It will make clear to all just 
how much money the Convocation itself is raising, and we shall have 
no mistaken ideas as to how near we are to the much-to-be-desired goal 
of self-support. The Missionary funds will be kept by themselves, and 
I trust that a separate account of these may stimulate all of us within 
the District to greater efforts in our giving. The Bishop’s fund, which 
will include perforce the money of the District raised for Missions, will 
make clear the responsibilities which are thrown upon the Bishop, and 
should serve as a stimulous to all members of the Church in this proud 
and independent Northwest, to bestir themselves to greater efforts in 
their own behalf for the work of our Church in this Inland Empire. 


Perhaps I have taken an undue amount of your time, but it has 
seemed well to me to try to clarify certain situations. It is surely well 
also, to get a better understanding of our Canons and of the relation 
of the Bishop to the District. Let me repeat the old adage to the effect 
that, “Well-kept fences make good neighbors.” I am gure that if the 
Bishop, the clergy, and the laity understand their true relations to one 
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another under the laws of the Church, they can work together with that 
peace, harmony and effectiveness which would otherwise be impossible. 


Statistics 


We have now connected with the District, beside the Bishop, 17 
Clergy engaged in active work, and 5 who live outside of the District. 
There are 37 Churches, 19 Rectories and 7 Parish Houses. We have 5 
self-supporting Parishes and 1 self-supporting Mission. 


Transferred 


During the year, only one of the Clergy of the District has been 
transferred, namely, Canon W. H. Bliss to the Diocese of Olympia. 


Received 


The only Clergyman received was The Rey. F. J. Mynard from the 
Diocese of Montana, who has been called as the Rector of St. Michael’s, 
North Yakima. 


Changes 


The Rev. H. H. Mitchell, in charge of the Church of the Good 
Samaritan, Colfax, has resigned to take the superintendency of a State 
school for boys at Chehalis. 


The Rev. W. H. Mitchell has resigned as Vicar of Kennewick and 
Pasco, and gone to live in Montana. 


The Rev. E. N. English has resigned the work at Sunnyside and 
Granger. 


The Rev. H. I. Oberholtzer resigned St. James’, Spokane, last Fall, 
and went to New York to continue his studies. 


The result is that we have working in the District three fewer 
Clergy than a year ago. The Rev. H. S. Towson has been transferred 
from the care of the Churches at Toppenish and Zillah and has taken 
charge of St. James’, Spokane. 


Colfax is being cared for by the Rey. J. G. Robinson of Pullman. 
The General Missionary is holding services at Kennewick and Pasco, but 
there are four places without clerical oversight in the Yakima Valley. I 
am glad to announce that a Clergyman has promised to come and take 


charge of this work. 


It should be formally stated that the Rev. Alfred Lockwood re- 
signed his charge at North Yakima and has taken up his duties as Gen- 
eral Missionary. In this capacity he is doing singularly valuable and 
efficient work.

the self-denying generosity and personal labor of the Parson and people, 
who ade not only given according to their ability, but worked with their 
own hands. 


Events Deserving Mention 


St. James’, Pullman has purchased a rectory with land sufficient 
for a much-needed Parish house. It is hoped that this new property 
va eee be paid for, and that work may begin on the Parish house be- 
ore long. 
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Holy Trinity Church has paid $925.00 of the debt on its Parish hall. 
Further pledges should soon reduce this debt about $700.00 more. 


St. Matthew’s is progressing steadily under the devoted leadership 
of the Rev. W. A. A. Shipway. Many improvements have been made in 
the property this last year. There was an Haster offering of nearly 
$450.00. 


With gratitude, I chronicle the fact that the Chapter of All Saints’, 
although greatly needing the offering for parochial purposes, gave the 
Easter offering of nearly $850.00 to the cause of Diocesan Missions. 


In closing, I venture to call one matter in particular to the attention 
of the Convocation for its consideration. It is that of the Church Pen- 
sion Fund for the Clergy, urging the appointment of a committee to con- 
sider the matter in behalf of the District.

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REPORT OF THE ARCHDEACON OF SPOKANE 


The work of the Archdeacon of Spokane has this year been rather 
more difficult than heretofore, owing to the extensive removal of com- 
municants in the Missions, and the great financial stress all over the 
State, except in the wheat districts. Thus I am unable to report progress, 
either numerically or financially. 


On September Ist, 1914, by the appointment of the Rev. Alfred Lock- 
wod as General Missionary, the oversight of the Missions was divided, 
the Rey. Alfred Lockwood taking the older and wealthier congregations, 
while I looked after the newer and poorer places in the north of the 
State. With one exception, these places are dependent upon the mines, 
the forests, and the apple industry. While it would appear that the 
mining industry is active, yet the past year has been the worst for the 
miner in the past decade, owing to failures, shut-downs, and loss of money 
earned but not collected. 


Work in the forests has been at a standstill, as the railroads have 
not bought ties or telegraph posts, and the mills have not bought logs. 
Thus, the ranchers, who depend on their winter’s logging to pay their 
bills, have been unable to do so. The condition of the fruit ranchers is 
pathetic, for, after disposing of their total crop, they still owe the fruit 
association for operating the sales from $15.00 to $300.00 each. 


These financial conditions have a bad effect upon Church attendance 
and support. In fact, many have had to withdraw their pledge to the 
Mission, and look to me for material help. 


In spiritual matters, I judge we have made some progress. More 
people have made their communions than any year before. And yet, 
the people seem less willing to give their time in the Church’s work. 
Especially is this noticeable in the Sunday School. It is very hard to 
get persons to take charge of or teach in the Sunday School, unless I am 
present. Then it is difficult to get the teachers to teach the Church 
Catechism. Realizing that in new fields this is an innovation in Sunday 
School work as carried on by the usual and popular Sunday School, yet 
I feel that too much care cannot be given to the full instruction of the 
Church Catechism, even to learning by rote, the whole of it. I would 
like to see some of the larger Sunday Schools take some of the smaller 


ones under their oversight, in the way of helping them to greater 
efficiency.

I will leave the reports from Pomeroy, Starbuck, Palouse, etc., to 
the Rey. Alfred Lockwood. 


Republic is temporarily crippled, owing to the great mining cor- 
poration failing. We have only been able to add a large bell to the 
building during the past year. A large number of Church families have 
been forced to move elsewhere to seek employment. Yet this town has 
a bright future. 


Kettle Falls, the center of the Upper Columbia fruit belt, has had 
a hard year of struggle. With their land taxed to the limit for irriga- 
tion schemes, forced upon them by a few, and the failure of the fruit 
association to sell the products at a profit, the people are very discour- 
aged, and many have moved away. 


Colville, also, has lost by removals, but the faithful few continue to 
work hard for the Mission. 


Ritzville has made gains financially and spiritually, having put the 
Church in good repair and paid the road and street tax. A great loss, 
however, was sustained when Judge Holcomb and large family removed 
to Olympia. 

Northport is dead, but we have a small property there, and half a 
dozen communicants who demand occasional services. 


Chewelah has been given regular monthly Sunday morning services, 
with little success. The few Church people live miles out in the country, 
and find it very difficult to attend, especially in wet weather. 


Deer Park has been favored with some Sunday evening services, but 
the people are not very anxious for the services of the Church. 


Newport has a few Church families, but I find all of them working 
with the Congregational body. 


Springdale, Marcus, Sprague, Connell, etc., have all been visited, and 
contain from one to five Church families each. 


At all these places, except Republic, Northport and Colville, a hall 
has to be hired for the service.

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REPORT OF GENERAL MISSIONARY, REV. ALFRED LOCKWOOD 


At a meeting of the Board of Missions last June, upon nomination 
of Bishop Wells, I was elected General Missionary for one year from 
September ist. Shortly after taking up my duties, I was assigned the 
territory along the Great Northern Railroad and south. In this vast 
field, there were organized Missions in Davenport, Palouse, Starbuck, 
Pomeroy and Dayton. These places have all been given a Sunday service 
at least once in every month. In addition, they have been given special 
services during Lent and at other times. I have also held services in 
Wilson Creek, Harrington, Wilbur, Cheney, Farmington, Waitsburg and 
Huntsville. I have also visited and canvassed the situation in Tekoa, 
Garfield, Rosalia, Oakesdale and a number of other places. On January 
1st, Colfax became vacant and I made one or two visits there, and then 
The Rev. Mr. Robinson kindly assumed charge in connection with his 
Pullman work. On March ist, Kennewick and Pasco became vacant 
through the resignation of Mr. Mitchell, and by appointment of Bishop 
Page, I have assumed charge of these places until such time as they 
have a permanent Vicar. 


These organized Missions are all in a healthy condition, and, con- 
sidering how little time I am able to give each one, are showing marks 
of progress and growth. One of them reported last year as being dead 
has been revived, has paid an assessment for Convocation expenses and 
has contributed to Missions. Its property is being improved and it 
shows possibilities of substantial growth. Others of the Missions are 
making improvements of their property, guilds are working earnestly, 
and interest is manifest in many ways. All these Missions have paid 
their assessments, most of them have met their Diocesan apportionment, 
and all will do so; while I confidently expect that the apportionment for 
General Missions will be fully paid before August 31st. 


I am increasingly impressed with the wonderful possibilities for 
Church extension in this Missionary District. There is not one of these 
organized missions but what would welcome more frequent services if 
we had the men and the money to provide them. Then the opportunity 
for social work is practically unlimited. Not a single one of these places 
has a Y. M. C. A. or similar organization. As a consequence, there is no 
place for the boys except on the streets. The forming of boys’ clubs, 
the opening of a reading room, the beginning of a public library, the start- 
ing of some simple form of poor relief is a field of work which has not 
been undertaken in any of these places. I am convinced that in these 
smaller communities it would be wiser in the future to build not a Church 
but a Parish house or Guild hall first of all, and so have a place which 
can be used for seven days and seven nights in the week and not simply 
for an hour or two on one Sunday in the month. For it is everlastingly 
true that the community will serve the Church as long as the Church 


serves the community. 


Another thing of which I am sure is that Bishop Page’s policy of 
pushing the work of the Sunday School is a move in the right direction. 
We must reach the boys and girls of today if we want the Parish of to- 
morrow. If his plan of having a service taken from the Prayer Book is 
realized, and in all our Missions some consecrated layman would read 
that service and then make a simple address to the children or tell them 
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some good story that has snap to it, I am sure that a number of the 
adults would come to that service, and, while it would be distinctly the 
children’s service, it would minister to the needs of the grown-up on 
the Sundays when the Missionary was not there. 


Some of the conclusions to which I have come are, first, that the 
work in the fall should be more vigorously pushed in certain places. 
There are natural centers which should be developed until they can 
help reach out into the smaller places around them. Especially should 
the work in the educational centers be vigorously undertaken. Cheney, 
with its handsome new Normal School and with its graduates going out 
all over Eastern Washington to become a tremendous help to the work 
if they are definitely attached to the Church should receive much at- 
tention. Even though such places are for some years a constant finan- 
cial burden, yet I believe in the good accomplished the results would 
justify the expenditure. In the second place, I am convinced that a series 
of Missions conducted through the late Fall and Winter would be of in- 
calculable benefit. In practically every one of the places where we have 
these organized Missions, there were the so-called revival this past Win- 
ter, and in most places the idea in the minds of some of the more intelli- 
gent people was that the revival was on the whole more harmful than 
beneficial. As one Minister expressed it to the Bishop and myself some 
weeks after the revival in his community: “I am just beginning to get 
my religion back again.’ There is something more destructive than con- 
structive in these services, and if the Church, with its sane and reason- 
able interpretation of the Christian religion, could go into these com- 
munities to have a really teaching Mission, it would do away with some- 
thing of that prejudice which one finds in many of these communities 
against the Church, and it would help to create the right sort of a re- 
ligious atmosphere. The third thing of which I am sure is, that these 
smaller communities need the Church and what the Church has to give. 
In many of them, one finds that the young people are growing up out- 
side and apart from all the churches. One reason surely is that re- 
ligion has been so interpreted that it means a subtraction from life. 
The innecent pleasures and harmful diversions are catalogued as evil, 
and because religion means a taking away from them those things which 
youth delights in, they are finding life’s satisfactions outside the Church. 
To show these young people that religion means in addition the sanclifi- 
cation of all life’s pleasures, enjoyments and domesticities, is to make 
an appeal that is listened to. Then, these communities need our liturgy 
our interpretation of the Sacraments, and all that is summed up under 
the terms of the Church’s doctrine, Worship, Discipline, Sacraments and 
Ministry. : 

, The newspapers report that the last words of one of the Lusitania 
victims was: “Let us save the kiddies.”

REPORT OF THE STATE OF THE CHURCH 


We recognize, with thanks to God, the continued growth of the 
Church at large. In many of our larger cities, our Church has grown so 
that we now hold the sixth place among Christian bodies, and have over 
1,000,000 communicants. We also note with thanksgiving, the continued 
growth in the District of Spokane. This seems to be in keeping with 
the great religious wave which has been going over the world. From 
the reports of the Bishops, Treasurer, General Missionaries, Institutions, 
and of the Parishes and Missions, we find that progress has been made 
in building improvements and in the reduction of indebtedness, and we 
know that, since the material results are due to the inner spiritual 
state, there has also been spiritual progress. 


We thank God for the past, with all its achievements and blessings, 
denials and hard work, and at this point, which marks a new epoch in 
the history of the District, we look forward, under God’s guidance, with 
courage and faith to even greater achievements. 


During the past year, we have seen the need of those who, through 
the stress of hard times, have been thrown out of employment, and we 
have also seen opportunity for the Church to take its part in leadership 
in administering to the needs of the homeless, jobless, and hungry. We 
do not know what the future will bring forth, but we do think that we 
Churchmen should be better equipped than in the past, to obey the in- 
junction of Christ, to feed the hungry, and help the afflicted. 


As Bishop Page has suggested, there will be increasing demands 
made on American Churchmen on behalf of the Europeans who have 
been bereaved and impoverished by war. 


Here again we must be ready to bind up the wounds and give our 
assistance in whatever way we Can, as the Lord has blessed us. 


At last we have paid our apportionment for Diocesan Missions in 
full. Let us never fail again in the future. Why may we not, beginning 
with this present year, have as good a report for General Missions? 
Surely, the missionary spirit of this Convocation, with the splendid 
services and addresses in connection with the Woman’s Auxiliary, should 
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stimulate us to efforts that will result in the payment in full of our 
apportionment for General Missions by September 1st.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS 


Spokane, May ist, 1915. 


To the Members of the Twenty-Third Convocation of the District of Spo- 
kane, Spokane, Washington: 


Your Board of Missions, elected at the last Convocation, completed 
its organization at a meeting held on the 19th of May, 1914, by the elec- 
tion of Very Rev. William H. Hicks, President; A. W. Lindsay, Treasurer, 
and Rev. H. I. Oberholtzer, Secretary, and during the year have held 
seven meetings, during the months of June, September, February, March 
and April, and at which meetings a majority of the members were present. 
The Board has attended to its work, as provided by the Canons, and 
such other as authorized by Bishop Wells and Bishop Page. 


At the June meeting, on the nomination of Bishop Wells, Rev. Alfred 
Lockwood was elected General Missionary for this Diocese, with resi- 
dence in Spokane. Mr. Lockwood’s report will show that the Board made 
a wise choice in his election, and as a result, there has been considerable 
enlargement of the Church’s activities and influence. The efficiency 
campaign ordered by the last Convocation received proper consideration, 


and for more efficient work, the Jurisdiction was divided into three dis- 
tricts, as follows: 


The district covering the territory south of Colfax and Pullman and 


Pasco was named the Walla Walla District, with the Rev. Charles E. 
Tuke as Missioner. 


The district west of Pasco to the western boundary was named the 
Yakima District, with the Rey. Alfred Lockwood as Missioner. 


: The district north and including Spokane was named the Spokane 
District, with the Very Rev. William C. Hicks as Missioner. 


Missions of help contemplated by this campaign have been held at 
All Saints’ Cathedral, Spokane, at Pullman, Colfax, Walla Walla, Kenne- 
wick, Pasco, Prosser and Mabton. In June, the resignation of the Rey. 
H. I. Oberholtzer as a member and as Secretary was accepted, and 
the Rey. Charles L. W-Reese was elected ; 


in his place as a membe 
the Board, and Mr. G. B. Dresher was elected Secretary. a 


The Auditing Committee, the Rev. Alfred Lockwood 

C " ‘ and G. B. 
Dresher, presented its report on the Treasurer’s account, and the ae 
was adopted. The financial reports will be presented by the Treasurer 
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in regular order. The Board of Missions, after due consideration in 
relation to the funds at its disposal, unanimously agreed to the follow- 
ing resolutions: “Resolved, That the Treasurer of the District be di- 
rected to transfer to the Bishop’s Fund, all moneys received and raised 
for Diocesan Missions, to be paid by the Bishop for salaries of Mis- 
sionaries in the District.”” And also the following: “Resolved, That the 
Treasurer of the District be directed to make a separate report of 
funds raised by the District for Diocesan Missions.” 


The Board notes with pleasure the increase in Diocesan Mission 
receipts, as the Treasurer’s report will show; but we believe that very 
much more should be done, especially in view of the growing oppor- 
tunities in this Jurisdiction. This should receive special consideration, 
and the giving should be proportionate to our increased opportunities. 
The Board of Missions regrets that more attention is not paid to Gen- 
eral Missions, considering the fact that the General Board sends to this 
District over $5000.00 annually for the support of the Missionaries of 
the District, and receives less than $2000.00 in return. Every effort 
should be made to meet the apportionment in full, and it is hoped that 
before the close of the fiscal year, August 31st, 1915, the Jurisdiction, 
through its Parishes and Missions, will be able to report that its appor- 
tionment is fully paid. 


The Board of Missions has worked in harmony in all matters, and 
its aim has been to build up the Kingdom of God in this Jurisdiction 
and throughout the world. The members of the Board are unanimous 
in believing that the Canon relating to the Board of Missions should be 
so amended that the Bishop of the Jurisdiction shall be the President 
of the Board. Herewith attached, find a statement of the apportionment 
and assessments paid to date.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE JURISDICTION 
OF SPOKANE. 


To the Annual Convocation, May 17, 1915 


“The Trustees of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the Jurisdic- 
tion of Spokane, Washington,” is a corporation duly organized under 
the laws of the State of Washington, and antedates the local Canons, 
viz., February 9, 1893. 


The articles of incorporation provide that the Bishop of the Juris- 
diction, who is ex-officio a member, shall appoint two lay communi- 
cants who shall constitute the Board of Trustees. There is no pro- 
vision in the articles of incorporation requiring any election of Trustees 
by the Convocation or any report thereto, but this report is made as a 
matter of courtesy and because there is absolutely nothing to conceal. 


It must be conceded that, wherever there is any conflict between the 
articles of incorporation and the Canons, the former control. 


The Trustees consist of the Bishop of the Jurisdiction, ex-officio 
President; W. S. Gilbert, Chancellor of the Jurisdiction, and George S. 


Brooke. 


The Bishop reports to the House of Bishops and the Domestic and 
Foreign Missionary Society, from whom he receives his authority, and 
a large part of his funds. Such funds as he raises outside the Juris- 
diction and constituting the greater portion of all funds received, being 
accounted for, primarily, not to the Jurisdiction, but to the Appointing 
Powers. When we become a self-supporting Diocese, manifestly a dif- 
ferent rule will prevail. However, this report, which is made at the re- 
quest of the Bishop, really becomes a part of his report, which he sees 
fit to submit to the Convocation, though not prepared by him. 


As a rule, the Trustees simply hold title to the property used by the 
various Missions, and transfers are infrequent. It is seldom property is 
sold for cash. Some years ago, however, a friend of Bishop Wells gave 
him $5,000.00 with which to purchase and Episcopal Residence, and a 
house was acquired adjoining Brunot Hall. It was appraised at $7,500.00 
and sold for that amount. The proceeds were invested in approved se- 
curities, and in addition to paying out of the interest, $240.00 per annum 
rent to Brunot Hall for the Bishop’s offices, the fund grew to $9,500.00. 
With this money, we have purchased an Episcopal Residence in 
Browne’s Addition, which, in the judgment of those well informed, is 
reasonably worth, in normal times, $15,000.00. 


The Church at Chelan sold some of its property with the consent of 
the Trustees, and that fund is invested in approved securities, and now 
amounts to $2,300.00. 

A lot at Cheney was sold for $300.00, and a part of this money was 


used for repairing the Rectory at Chelan, and the balance, amounting to 
$159.00, is represented by an interest-bearing certificate of the Fidelity 


National Bank. 
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Some years ago a fund was collected at Northport for Church pur- 
poses there, and is deposited in the Savings Department of the Fidelity 
National Bank. It amounts, at this time, to $116.39, plus some accrued 
interest. 


A lot at Chelan Falls was sold to the Great Northern Railway, who 
acquired it for right-of-way, and the proceeds are represented by an in- 
terest-bearing certificate of the Fidelity National Bank, amounting to 
$301.47.

REPORTS CONCERNING NON-PAROCHIAL CLERGY 


Rev. H. H. Mitchell, formerly vicar of Colfax, is now in charge of the 
State Training School for Boys at Chehalis, Wash.

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REPORT OF BRUNOT HALL TO THE ANNUAL CONVOCATION 
May 16 to 18 , 1915 


Brunot Hall is a school for girls, under the auspices of the Episcopal 
Church. The question has-been asked, “Is Brunot Hall an Episcopal 
School?” In the sense of having the loyal support and patronage of all 
Episcopalians, it is not, and would long ago have quit business were it 
not for outside support. 


But the Bishop of this Jurisdiction and the Dean of the Cathedral 
are ex-officio members of the Board of Trustees of “Brunot Hall,” Incor- 
porated,” and the other members are as follows: 


J. P. M. Richards, A. G. Avery, Fred Phair, H. L. Bleecker and 


George S. Brooke. With a single exception, all are communicants of 
the Church. 


We own the south one-half of the block in Browne’s Addition, with 
the improvements thereon, on which the school is located, which is 
valued at, say, $50,000.00, and is clear of encumbrance. 


Also the Felix Block, on First and Madison Streets. This block was 
built with a legacy of $33,000.00 from Felix Brunot, a personal friend of 
Bishop Wells, and has paid $3,000.00 per annum net over a period of 
years, in normal times, all of which has been used for the betterment and 
the support of the school. This property is reasonably worth $100,000.00. 


Church schools are rarely money-making enterprises, and Brunot Hall 
is no exception. : 


In the last few years, lack of a full complement of pupils, owing, as 
we believe, to the prevailing depression, and unoccupied space in the 
Felix Block, have caused a deficit, and we have been obliged to mortgage 
the block to meet the same. It might be said that all this property has 
been acquired from sources outside the Jurisdiction, largely through the 
efforts of Bishop Wells; all of it, in fact, except the ground on which the 
Felix Block stands. In regard to this, it has been intimated in certain 
directions that the title was improperly acquired, but the abstract of 
title and undisturbed possession for nearly a quarter of a century, and 
the further fact that the mortgage company has approved the title, should 
be proof sufficient to the contrary. Furthermore, we have affidavits from 
Bishop Paddock and Dr. Nevius, who purchased the entire Cathedral 
block from the Northern Pacific Railway Company, that it was acquired 
for Church and School purposes in and about Spokane, and not for 


Diocesan purposes, as has been alleged by certain persons not familiar 
with the facts. 


_The financial affairs of Brunot Hall are conducted upon strictly 
business lines, under the supervision of the Board and of George S. 
Brooke, Treasurer, and R. L. Taft, Assistant Secretary and Treasurer; 
and the accounts are audited semi-annually by a chartered accountant. 


Of the efficiency of the school, 
not only as a Trustee of many ye 
for a similar period.

June 8rd will mark the close of one of our most successful years 
at St. Paul’s School for Girls, Walla Walla, Wash. First, from a stand- 
point of numbers in our boarding department in spite of the financial 
depression, also on account of the interest shown by the students, many 
of whom plan to return. The numerous inquiries for next year are 
encouraging, while the indications are that there has been a general 


advancement along all lines. 


The school maintains Primary, Intermediate, Grammar, Grade, Aca- 
demic and Musical Departments offering special Post-Graduate Business 
and Finishing Courses. 


The scholarship of St. Paul’s is attested by the fact that Eastern 
and Western examiners of leading educational institutions have ex- 
pressed their willingness to accept our graduates without examination. 
We are pleased to note that we are getting gratifying reports of the 
progress made by our graduates in college. 
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Our boarding school is made up of girls from Panama, Montana, 
Wyoming, Idaho, Oregon, and various parts of Washington, who find 
Walla Walla a place of healthful climate, many advantages and an ad- 
mirable location for a school home. 


The girls attend morning and evening services at St. Paul’s Church 
Sundays, while over twenty of them are members of the Church choir. 
The Rev. Charles BE. Tuke, our Chaplain, whose influence for good upon 
the girls cannot be overestimated, conducts Chapel services at the school 
each morning. The girls are required to study Bible, Ethics, and Church 
History, and Evening Prayers are conducted daily. Each year witnesses 
Baptisms and Confirmations. 


Discipline, regular habits of study, recreation and rest, enable each 
girl to realize her best possibilities. 


-The purpose of St. Paul’s is not only to send forth girls of intel- 
lectual development, but girls also of culture and refinement; girls who 
have purpose in their lives, and who bear the stamp of Christian 
character.

CHURCH HOME FOR CHILDREN 


The Board of Management of the Church Home for Children here- 
with submit the following report: 


During the past year, the Home has known strenuous times, the 
nominal sum paid by patrons being often and for long times in arrears, 
and a continuance of the work has seemed at times an impossibility. 


The Board learned, however, in its first meeting with the Bishop, 
that not only in essence but in effect, he is courage at its height, and 
the discouraged and humbled women, who had so long borne a burden 
which they were loathe to cast upon him, earried with them, as they 
left, strengthened hearts, a consciousness that they had worked to some 


purpose, and an assurance that, under his guidance, they might work to 
higher and bigger things. 


At the present time, the Home cares for twenty-four children, the 
year’s average being 21. They are in charge of a woman whose own 
little children would sufficiently recommend her. She is warmly in- 
terested in the work and gives to the little ones that love which wins 
returns, making the Home just what its name implies. Little has 
been done toward improvement, necessary repairs only having been made, 
the various moneys raised by benefits being applied according to the 
wishes of donors. The “Welsh Wedding,” arranged by Mrs. Lemuel H. 
Wells and given at her residence, did its work toward lessening the 
indebtedness, while the student of Brunot Hall—than whom the Home 
has: no more loyal friends—installed a new bath tub and made repairs 
designated by them. Bishop Page averted danger before we faced it 
by putting up two additional fire escapes, leading from the dormitories, 
and thus insured the safety of the children. 
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The Home belongs to the Jurisdiction. Children from any of its 
cities or towns will be received and given the privileges, which means 
good care, nourishing food, the best of school privileges and, what is 
surely worth most to them, the training of Church and home, which 
will develop them in the right direction and make them strong and 
useful men and women. 


We bespeak your continued interest and support and, quoting from 


an earlier report, ‘We are looking forward to a more suitable and per- 
manent building.”

REPORT OF THE COUNCIL OF ADVICE 


During the year three meetings have been held, the Very Rev. W. C. 
Hicks was elected Chairman and the Rev. J. G. Robinson, Secretary. 


Horatio M. Mobbs was received as a Candidate for Orders. The follow- 
ing motions were passed: 


(1) That it is the sense of the Council of Advice that it is the in- 
tentions of the General Canons and of the Canons of the District of Spo- 
kane, that no election to any cure within this Jurisdiction can be made 
except the Bishop be first consulted and his approval secured. 


(2) That the following statement is the sense of the Council of 
Advice concerning certain public statements made with reference to the 
management of the financial affairs of the Church in this District: 


Our attention has been called to numerous circulars which appear 
to have been given general circulation and which relate to the financial 
affairs of this Jurisdiction. From evidence submitted to us, we are con- 
vinced that the insinuations contained in the circular headed “The Dis- 
trict of Spokane” are untrue, unwarranted and are likely to deceive. 


This circular is unsigned and undated, but the responsibility thereof 
is assumed in an interview in an evening paper of the 12th of May. We 
are also convinced that all funds of the Jurisdiction have been honestly 
and faithfully administered, and that there is no ground for criticism of 
the custodians of those funds. 


For example: When the Ondawa Inn was sold and the work aban- 
doned, the $5000.00 was returned to the donor. The portable Church 
Fund, amounting to $1026.55, was transferred with the consent of the 
donor and by order of the Board of Missions to the General Fund, and 
used to pay the salaries of the Missionaries in the District. 


The reports of the Treasurer and the Journal of the Convocation 
show that only $250.00, rather than $400.00, was received from the Juris- 
diction of Olympia. 

The rents received from the Woman’s Hotel and the Laundry, etc., 
went to the schools to whom the property belonged. 


Other matters to which considerable publicity has been given are 
fully covered by various reports to be submitted to this Convocation.

Resolved, That the Joint Commission on the Support of the Clergy 
be continued, with power to become a corporation and to take such 
other steps as may be necessary to put into operation these pension 
principles, it being understood, however, that until they can be success- 
fully established the Church should continue to support the existing in- 
corporated agencies.

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REPORT OF BOARD OF EQUALIZATION 


The Board of Missions having ordered an assessment of $4,840.00, 
double the apportionment for general missions from the District of Spo- 
kane, half of which amount designated for diocesan and half for general 
missions, it has been found necessary to apportion on the basis of 12% 
per cent of current expenses. This basis has been used with a few 
slight variations, a trifle under 10 per cent of the 12% per cent is as- 
sessed for Convocation expenses. The Board has been hampered as in 
past years by no reports from certain parishes and missions. In such 
cases the Board had to use its discretion. If injustice has been done by 
this method, the responsibility rests not on the Board but on responsible 
and negligent parish and mission officers. 


The Board ordered the Secretary of Convocation to print the fol- 
lowing report in the Journal of Convocation.
